Information on the fall 1991 salaries and benefits of 
faculty, staff, and administrators employed in the Illinois public 
community college system is presented in this report. After an 
introductory summary of the report, statewide and instructional data 
are provided on the following topics: (1) fiscal year (FY) 1992 
contractual base salaries for full-time faculty? (2) FY92 part-time 
faculty salary rates and fuli-txme faculty overload and summer term 
rates? (3) salaries based on Fy92 salary schedules tor full-time 
faculty with a master's degree? (4) institutional policies related to 
faculty salaries and contracts? (5) FY92 contractual base salaries 
for non-teaching and idministrative staff? (6) salaries paid to 
selected administrators during FY92? (7) fringe benefits for 
full-time employees? (8) FY92 mean percentage salary increases? (9) 
FY91 total salary actually paid? and (10) statewide average annual 
contractual salaries and salary percentage increases for FY88 tc 
FY92. Highlighted findings indicated that the weighted average salary 
for full-time faculty on a 9-month contract was $42,958, ^or 
administrators on a 12-month contract was $49,884, and for 
non-instructional staff on a 9-roonth contract was $40,726. The value 
of fringe benefits paid for these three employee groups was ^3,&5l, 
54,337, and $3,698, respectively. (JMC)

Through its anstual salax^ survey, tYm Illinois Connimity College Board (ICCB) 
gathers data about cin^ensation received by a^loy^s in the 50 Illinois 
imbllc conraunity colleges. In an atteapt to ninimise the nusiber of separate 
requests for salary data received by the public colleges, ICCB staff uses 
these data on the colleges* behalf to respond to requests for salary 
information from the Illinois Board of Higher Kducation, National Center for 
Educational Statistics, legislature, and other interested persons. 

This report contains faculty salary data tihich are bas^ on actual contracts, 
salaries fran faculty salary sc^^les, part-tiiae faculty salary rates, and 
overload faculty salanr rates. Also included are adsiinistrative salaries, 
other Cnonteaching) professional salaries, averi^e faculty load information, 
salaries for positions similar to Universities Civil Service classifications, 
salaries of selected administrators, and fiscal year 1991 total salaries 
actually paid to faculty, administrators, other (nonteaching) professionals, 
and classified staff. 

Due to ongoing negotiations, four colleges (Highland, Joliet, Sandburg, and 
State Comnunity College) were unable to provide data for all or some portioiw 
of this survey.

Table 2 identifies the lomt, averase, highest, and median academic year 
contractual baae salaries of full-time faculty idth 9-month contracts at each 
conominity college in Illinois. Table 3 provides the some infocmation for 
full-time faculty with 12-month contracts. 

The low salaries represent the lowest contractual base salary actually paid to 
a full-tiiBe faculty meariber at each of the eonBamity college districts and may 
be different from salary scMule salaries «^ch are reported in Tables 7 and 
8. 

The high salaries represent the highest contractual base salary actually paid 
to full-time teaching faculty members for an academic year at each of the 
colleges. The mean salaries represent the weighted average of all full-time 
teaching faculty salaries at each community college district. Stattmdde 
average salary data reported throughout this report are weighted average 
salary data. The ii»dian salaries reported are those irtiieh are the iaiddle 
selery at each college. The median salary is generally considered to be the 
most appropriate measure of centrel tendency for salary data within a given 
college since it is not affected by extreme high or low salaries; however, it 
i'i not as TOaningful when reporting statewide composite median salary data.

Tatile 5 presents the average part-time faculty salary rates per semester 
credit hour and full-time faculty overload rates by each coamnity college 
district. The first column shows the part-time faculty rate per course credit 
hmir. This rate is the amount paid to part-time teactors Wto might, for 
exai^le, teach a night class at an extension cmter. The second colton shoM 
the overload rate for full-time faculty for the acadmie year. This rate 
represents the amount paid to full-time faculty for teaching courses above the 
full-time load during the acadaodc year. Oft«i this is eosq^wisation for 
teaching an extra night clsss or for teaching an ^ditional class in the 
daytime. The third column reflects the asKnmt received by full-time faculty 
flffisobers for teaching a class during the sumror term. Conmmity colleges have 
many different bases for determining part-time faculty rates as well as 
overload rates. Sone colleges pay a flat rate per couive or a flat rate per 
term, other colleges base their rates on contact houra or credit hours, and 
still others pay an hourly rate. In addition, the overload rates for 
full-time faculty are based on a percentage of that faculty menfber's actual 
salary at some colleges.

INSTITUTIOHAL POLICIES SSLATBO TO FACULTY SALARIES AHD FACULTY COHTHACTS 

AT ILLUFJIS PUBUC COHKUEm COLLEGES 
FISCAL YEAR 1992 



Table 8 sunaarizes the Institutional policies related to faculty salaries and 
faculty contracts at each public conounity eollese district in Illinois. 
These policies often have a considerable iii9«et on ttra salaries presented 
elsewhere in this report. The average nun^r of iroakly class contact hours 
per full-tine instructional faculty, for exaaple, has a bearing on the nusd>er 
of faculty that an institution oust have to nrot its needs. The length of a 
full-time academic year contract also has a bearing on academic year salary 
for full-time faculty. 

Table 9 shows these institutional policies for each college. Of the 38 
connunity college districts in Illinois reporting, 12 have professional ranlc, 
although not all of these use raiOc as a criteria for salary deteminations. 
Thirty-four public conaunity college districts reported that they have master 
contracts with the faculty. 

In addition to the class contact hours, office h(nirs, and academic advising 
hours, faculty mei^rs spend much time in grading papers, preparing class 
presentations, w>rking on curriculum development, and serving on college 
committees. Accordingly, although the state average number of required weekly 
hours for the faculty does not total 40 hours, most faculty members spend over 
40 hours per week on their full-time assignments.

Table 14 provides the number of 
administrative staff; lotiest. averase, and higbest fiscal year 1992 salaries; 
and the median fiscal year 1992 salaries of administrative sUff for eacb 
district reportins data. Administrative staff includes positions similar to 
those shown in Table 15. 

Some colleges may classify some of these administrative positions as faculty 
or other (nonteaching) professional staff. Hoiraver, for the sake of 
coiq>ari8on. they were asked to report them as administrative staff regardless 
of how they were classified at the college. 

The statewide weighted average administrative salary for fiscal y«ar 1992 was 
$49,884. The lowest reported administrative salary was $13,650, and the 
highest was $109,750. Administrative salaries are based on 12 months.

A susBiary of the fiscal yaar 1992 contractual base salaries paid to selected 
administrators in Illinois public cossaunity collasas appears in Table 15. 
Table 16 show the contractual base salaries paid to selected administrators 
in each of the public cowamity colleses in Illinois during fiscal year 1992. 
The chief ojcecutive officer of t\m district is either a chancellor or a 
president and has overall administrative responsibilities for the district. 
The chief caapus administrator reports directly to the chief executive officer 
of the district and has overall administrative responsibility for the 
college. Sioavles of chief campus administrators are the presidents or 
provosts at multicas^us institutions and executive vice presidents for 
internal affairs at single campus colleges. 

• 

Due to the various administrative organizations irtiich exist at the colleges, a 
particular position may not exist at some colleges. An analysis of the entire 
edministrative structure must be made before making comparisons betwem 
similar positions at two different colleges. A number of feetors should be 
taken intn account when coo^aring persons in similar pt^sitions at two colleges 
such as tne number of years each administrator has been in the posit ion, 
college sise/nun*er of full-time equivalent students, nurtber of steff 
supervised, cost of living in a given region of the state, etc.
